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THE MOVE TO EPCOT CENTER 


Several weeks ago, the EYES & EARS 
introduced the Manpower Planning 
Department and explained its role in 
the monumental task of staffing Epcot 
Center. With this challenge growing 
closer every day, we spoke with John 
Brownlee, Manager of Manpower 
Planning, regarding the different as- 
pects of the transfer policy for cast 
members wanting to work at Epcot 
Center, and here’s what he told us: 


(Q) How do I transfer to Epcot 
Center? 

(A) As you might expect, the most 
logical and economical way to ap- 
proach Epcot Center Manpower 
Planning is to staff Epcot Center as an 
“extension of existing divisions. 
Simply said, the Operations Division 
will give Operations hosts and hos- 
tesses the first opportunity to transfer 
to Operations positions in Epcot 
Center; Merchandise hosts and hos- 
tesses will be the first to transfer to 
Epcot Center Merchandise positions; 
and so on. Interdivisional transfers 
will then be handled through the 
Manpower Planning coordinators 
and CPPO. Casting will then hire 
new cast members to fill vacancies 
left as a result of the transfer process. 

Also, the transfer process we're in- 
corporating for Epcot Center is no 
different from the one that exists at 
WDW today for any transfer to any 
division. For example, if you are a 
host or hostess interested in a lateral 
transfer to Epcot Center, whether you 
are in a division directly related to 
Epcot Center or not you will go to 
your division training office. If you're 
applying for a clerical position, you 
will contact CPPO or your training 
office. And in Maintenance, you will 
follow the normal posting procedure 
that exists today. As we said before, 
the policy hasn't changed from our 
current one. 

Another important aspect of this 
transfer process is that most positions 
will not be available until September 
and cast members should not begin 
contacting training offices and 
CPPO now. As positions become av- 
ailable, we'll inform cast members 
through their Training Offices and 
through CASTING CALL, CPPO's job 
availability bulletin. 


(Q) When will the staffing process 
begin? 
(A) Asthe EYES & EARS stated sev- 


eral weeks ago, the staffing timetable 


is very similar to the schedule used 
just before WDW opened. At that 
time, interviews were held during 
the summer of 1971, with most cast 
members starting to work in August 
and September of that year. In light 
of a similar timetable for Epcot 
Center, the transfer process will 
begin later this spring and continue 


‘into the summer, with most moves 


occurring in September. 


(Q) Who will be selected to fill these 
positons? 

(A) As in any other transfer within 
WDW, several standard require- 
ments must be met by the transfer 
applicant. As always, he or she must 
demonstrate good performance and 
presenteeism in the six months prior 
to beginning the transfer proceed- 
ings and must also have full schedule 
availability and reliable transporta- 
tion both to and from work. Because 
of state liquor laws and inter- 
changeability requirements, all 
Epcot Center cast members must be 
at least 18 years old. 


Also, one of the things we must re- 
member is that the Magic Kingdom 
and the rest of the areas within WDW 
must still be run after Epcot Center 
opens. We will continue to uphold 
the 10-year reputation that we've 
worked so hard to earn, and there- 
fore many good employees will be 


required to remain in their present 
positions, creating a balanced dis- 


tribution of seasoned pros providing 
leadership and continuity through- 
out the Magic Kingdom, Epcot 
Center, the Resorts, and every other 
part of WDW. 


(Q) IfI don'ttransfer to Epcot Center 
before Opening Day, will I have 
other chances to do so later? 

(A) Additional transfer oppor- 
tunities will become available as 
new pavilions open and new shows 
are added. Because were opening 
Epcot Center during our slowest 
guest period, it's almost certain we'll 
be reinforcing the Epcot Center cast 
around George Washington's birth- 
day, the beginning of our busy 
spring season. 


(Q) How many new positions are 
being created by Epcot Center? 

(A) As we mentioned in the recent 
article, approximately 3,000 positions 
are required at Epcot Center for 
Opening Day. This number includes 


approximately 325 salaried and 150 
office and clerical positions. 


(Q) Ifacast member really wanted 
to transfer into Epcot Center and was 
willing to work any position, which 
division would offer the most jobs? 
(A) Innumerical order, the greatest 
opportunities fall in the Custodial 
and Food & Beverage areas with 
smaller numbers of jobs available in 
Merchandise, Attractions, Enter- 
tainment, Tickets, Transportation, 
and Maintenance. 


One of the areas not often thought 
of when considering a transfer or 
career change is the office/clerical 
and hourly finance positions in Ad- 
missions, Cash Control, and Deposit 
Operations. 


(Q) Will I need to speak another 
language in order to transfer? 

(A) Notto transfer into Future World 
or other positions around the prop- 
erty. However, a unique require- 
ment existing in World Showcase 
was mentioned in last week's EYES & 
EARS. Our Company plans to staff 
with cast members who represent 
each country authentically. With this 
week's edition of CASTING CALL, 
we're beginning to identify cast 
members who represent one of the 
eight World Showcase countries and 
those who are bilingual. 


Don't forget that many positions 
will also be available in the Magic 
Kingdom and other areas around 
WDW due to cast members trans- 
ferring into Epcot Center. 


(Q) Can! plan on having the same 
schedule and days off at Epcot 
Center as I have in my present job? 
(A( Specific shifts and days off can- 
not be guaranteed at the time. of 
transfer. Your seniority will be taken 
into consideration in the same man- 
ner that it is today. 


As always the EYES & EARS will 
keep you informed of the latest de- 
velopments at Epcot Center, so stay 
tuned in the weeks and months 
ahead — many more exiciting stories 
will follow.
